GERMAN BORN, PROVED 
HE FOUGHT KAISER 


Washington.—Adolph Louis Lowe, 
born in Germany in 1840, was the 
oldest American citizen to enlist in 
the war against his native country, 

This fact was revealed by the bu- 
reau of war. risk insurance, which dis- 
closed that Lowe, a resident of Lynn 
Haven, Va., at the age of 76, enlisted 
as a carpenter’s mate, second class, 
U.S. navy, at Norfolk, Va., March 5, 
1917. This was~thirty-two days be- 
fore the United States and Germany 
were at war. 

Lowe was called into active service 
May 29, 1917, was discharged on med- 
ical survey December 6, 1917, enlist- 
ed again thirteen days later and 
served until May 29, 1918, when he 
was discharged.

Describing the plan of union, the 
statement says: 

“The vision embodied here is new, 
even revolutionary. The plans of re- 
union whereby the Anglican church 
might hope to absorb other commun- 
ions are frankly abandoned. What 
is needed is a new structure, simple 
enough to begin at once, but large 
enough to include all.” 

The bishaps summon all the Chris- 
tians to look, not for an extended 
Anglican church, but for &@ truly cath- 
olic church of the future, to which 
very ehurch should bring its own con- 
tribution of life and organization. No 
loose federation § of independent 
churches is contemplated, but rather 
a real organic unity based on funda- 
mentals, in which there should be am- 
ple room for eroups with their own 
outlook and for methods such as John 
Wesley originally contemplated. 

The appeal points out ‘‘univergal 
ministry’ as the chief need, and 
claims that “an episcopate is the one 
means for providing such a ministry.’’ 

Divisions among Christian peoples 
are deplored in the appeal. 

They are attributed to self-will, am- 
bition and lack of charity, the bishops 
confessing frankly “our own share jn 
the guilt.” 

The Bishops voice their belief that 
visible unity of the church will be 
found to involve acceptance of the Hi- 
ble and of the Nicean and Apostles 
creeds, the sacraments of baptism and 
communion and “a ministry acknowl- 
edged by every church as possessing 
not only the inward call of spirit, but 
also the commission of Christ and the 
authority of the whole body.”’ 

An episcopate, the statement con- 
tinues, is the best instrument for 


maintaining the unity and continuity 
of the church,

TOUGHNESS OF FRUIT SKINS 


Mechanical Device Proves That It le 
Preferable to Pick Most Fruit 
Early in Morning. 


Mechanical apparatus has been de- 
vised by ‘nvestigators of the United 
States department of agriculture 
which proves scientifically that, other 
things being equal, it is preferable to 
pick such small fruit as strawberries, 
cherries and raspberries in the early 
morning while it is still cool, particu- 
larly if the fruit ts to be kept some 
timme or shipped a considerable dis- 
tance.

However, after fruit has been in an 
icebox more than twenty-four hours 
the resistance of its skin is in some 
cases net so great as that of freshly 
picked fruit, which has been cooled 
quickly to icebox temperature. It 
seems possible? therefore, that the 4 
storing of fruit tends, after a time, to 
make the epidermis more tender and 
more easily ruptured. 

The apparatus, while having many 
distinctive features, is a  inodified 
Jolly balance. It consists of an up- 
right metal standard from the top of 
which an arm projects to one side 
supporting a sensitive coll spring. At- 
tached to the lower end of the latter |
